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REVISIONS TO LABOUR FORCE ESTIMATES 


Rev] Seqj employment and unemployment statistics for recent years 
were released today by the Australian Bureau of Statistics. 






The revisions follow two regular analyses undertaken by the ABS 
rebasing of benchmarks incorporating the results of the 1991 
Census @f Population and Housing and the annual re-analysis of 
seasonal adjustment factors. Original, seasonally adjusted and 
trend data are affected. 

Origina estimates for the period January 1989 to January 1994 
have be recompiled to take account of revisions to population 
estimat based on the results of the 1991 Census. All labour 


force estimates for February 1994 and later will be compiled using 
1991 Census benchmarks. 


have noe prior to January 1989 (based on 1986 Census benchmarks) 
have not;}been revised as the revisions would have been of no 
consiex ce. 

The annual re-analysis of seasonal factors has resulted in revised 
seasonally adjusted and trend data back to February 1978. This re- 
analysis takes account of the most recent 12 months labour force 
estimates and their impact on seasonal patterns.
